They were made 
to soil and are al ways blunt. The peo 
jile must eloHO this shop :u\d g<»t rid of 
thcsi' tools. .\11 the !j;riiidstonfs in 
Victoria would be used up before \sc 
eouKl shar[)en the inti'ileei of a I.k.-iI 
minister. This busine^^s of closing the 
old shop is a simple proceeding; hut 
choosing the new tools is a serious nflair. 
Kverv man in the provinef i.s 'intitled 
to act as judge in inakini; the si'leetioii 
and it is quite possible tii.'it the ashcm- 
bled judges may rlioo.se it lot of tools 
as blunt as the old ones and as useless. 
But tho majority of tho electors in 
every district of tho [irovincc pa}- taxes 
and must pay for the tools; therefore it 
is reasonable to suppose that they will 
choose the best. To make sure of sue 
cess they must hold ineetings during 
the winter. The danger of peruuiting 
persons wUoj have no interest in tho 
shop to make the election is apparent 
and real. When tho old shop is cleaned 
out and anew set of tools put in, the 
kev must be hatuled over tt) a bo.ss that 
has good sense. None of \ouv tiddle- 
sticks; no foiu'peiiuy lawyer for that 
pluce, The p(.'0[)le inti.'-t remember the 
great advantage of liaving n national 
workshop where eveiy article is finished 
in first rate style and where the poorest 
man in the province without feeling 
that he is asking a favor may demand 
instructions or assistance to build a 
bridge or make a road. In the new 
shop fiddling with the tools must be 
strictly forbidden. TJie sooner* the 
merchants and farmers meet and select 
the tools the better. A city liks Vic- 
toria that haa the reputation of possess 
ing as txiuch intelligence a.s any city of 
its size on tho continent sliouhl si't a 
good example. If Victoria is repre 
s«!nted by cabbagchcads the whole pro 
vince will follow suit and the new set 
of tools will not be wortli the eost of 
cleaning the shop. "There is a tide in 
the affairs of men v. hich taken at the 
dood leads on to torture. ' That tide 
in provincial atlairs is Just eniniiif,' in. 
The ocean from \'ictnri.-i to i's(|uiuialt 
will bo the seaport of our city. A 
thousand ships can riile at anchor tlu.'re. 
I.aden with tho wealth of the east the 
argoaics will come to the northern 
golden gate of the Pacilic through 
■which tho trea.sures of half the world 
must pass on ihi' wiiv to the liorne 
markctsof the l.^ominion and to Europe. 
Under an energetic government, the

Aladdin. 



in a corresponding ratio. Instead of 
importing, as wo do new, we should 
soon be in a position to ])rodui:c> all the 
i.'Oinitry needs, besides leaving a eon 
siderable margin for exjiurtation; and 
we iook forward to tho day wlicn the 
cxportations of our surplus products, 
in addition to the important and vain 
ble commoditieH of fish ami lumber, 
will amount lo no mean liguie in the 
traile returns. The first cost of ;ui es 
tablishment such as we have sug 
gested would doubtless be considerable, 
but every succeeding year would siiow 
an increase in the income from the ser- 
vice and sales of stock, <i:c., leading 
ultimately to yield of jirotlt in working 
the concern. Some may consider our 
suggestion premature if not inapplica- 
able to tho wants of our farming anil 
stock-raising interests.

In those localities where im- 
proved methods have been adopted by 
individual farmers, or combinations of 
itulividuals, we ace farms which, under 
the previous exhausting mothotls had 
become almost wholly unjiroductive, 
except, of eoursi', grains and hav, now 
rich in ail that constitut(^s a healthy, 
fruitful, progressive and paying farm. 
These holdings, like oases in a dreary 
land, have become the centres of an 
invigorating influence, ever spreading, 
and which year by year is increasing 
the wealth of the Dominion.

Ohioa and Japan. 



Sa.s FiLWi.'ifjco, Oct. 28.— The fol- 
lowing news from China and Japan is 
recoivetl by the steamer Belgic which 
arrived to day from Hongkong via 
Kokobama: 

HoNGKONO, ycjit. 30. —The cabal in- 
stituted by tho palace party against Ti 
Hung Chang has failed nnd the vice 
roy has been fully established in power. 
.As a consequence it is expected that 
tho introduction of railroads will not 
bu long. 

Tho annual o'orean embassy has ar- 
rived in Pekin with a special message 
of condolence for the death of the east- 
ern empress, and iu addition to the 
voariy tribute a jiresent of §250, 000 in 
gold. 

A largo brick tea factory 170 miles 
from Foochow, owned by a Rus.sian 
tea firm, was destroyed by fire. The 
('hinesc workmen, of wliom oOO wero 
emjiloycd, declined to render the foreign 
manager misistancc in checking the 
dames, and afterwards stoned him oil" 
the premises, broke open his safe and 
stole some thousands of dollara 

Many of the students recently re- 
turned from America are to be om- 
j)loycd on the telegraph line being 
built between Tiontsien nnd Shanghai, 
and which it is expected will be finish- 
eil by the end of the year. 

Yokohama, Oct. U. — Dispute in the 
silk trade continues, foreign merchants 
refusing to buy from the guild under 
its [iresont management and tho latter 
declines to alter the same. Foreign 
merchants have addressed a circular to 
native producers in the interior calling 
upon them to ignore the guild and to 
deal directly with thom. The influence 
of tho guild is very strong and its ac- 
tion generally supported by native 
bankers and merchants throughout the 
country. Jaiianoso silk-dealers in 
Yokohama and Tokio have also issued 
a circular to producen-i, and replies 
show that the feeling of jirodiicers is 
with thoir countrymen. 

Largo meetings were held yesterday by 
Japanese and resolutions passed in favor 
of direct trade. 

The silk market at present is wholly 
blocked to foreignoi-s.
